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Union may be saved, used as garage

The Union may be saved after all, at 
least the building’s shell, and used as a 
garage as early as next fall, said 
President Donald W. Beattie in an 
- interview Dec. 7. 

Beattie said he wants to save the 
Union and use it as a storage and 
maintenance building at the back of the 
campus. 

According to Beattie, it is not 
necessary to waste the Union building

by tearing it down and discarding it. 

However, Beattie said it is out of the 
question to try to keep it as office space. 

“Tt would be more practical to use the 
Union building as a_non-personnel 
storage building than to try to rebuild it 
to code for human use,” he said. 

“In this way, we would retain the 
floor space needed by BCC for storage 
and still keep space available for 
organizations displaced by this move.” 

The Union, if used as a garage, would 
be moved to a location somewhere near 
the track or lot H at the rear of the 
campus, Beattie said. 


Current plans call for the Union to be 
demolished beginning in May or June of 
1984; to make way for the new High- 


Technology Building. The High-Tech — 


Building, which will be the largest 
building on campus, is scheduled for 
completion in-1986. 

As far as relocating student ac- 
tivities, there are three primary options 
slated including one which would 
relocate all recreational machines at 
the Nimmonsburg school. 2 

Plan one relocates a majority of 
student activities in the Maintenance 
Building directly behind the present 


Union with the use of a trailer for extra 
office space. Plan two relocates most 
student activities in the Student Center 
with recreational equipment at both 
- ends of the cafeteria. Plan three 
disperses student activities across 
campus and all games and recreation 
equipment to Nimmonsburg. 

The basement of the Alms house is 
earmarked for student activities space 
under all three plans. 

Eventually, almost 10,000 square feet 
of Titchner Hall will be set aside to 
house a more centralized student ac- 
tivities area to be renovated in 1986. 


BCCeer cashes in on Punk Rocks’

Most BCC students aren’t 
too concerned about being 
arrested by police for 
drinking and driving. 

In a new survey released 


by the BCC health service, - 


students expressed such 
surprising ideas on drinking, 
driving and the new drinking 
laws. The survey was con- 
ducted by the health service 
at the recent Alcohol 
Awareness Fair held on 
Wednesday, Oct. 19. 

The survey of 231 students 
aged 16 to 40 shows: 

—Only 39 percent think 
their chances of being 
caught and arrested for DWI 
(Drinking While 
Intoxicated) are very likely. 

—Forty-eight percent of 
the students surveyed admit 
to driving while intoxicated 
at least once in their lives. 

—Although the new 
drinking laws and the in- 


creased DWI police patrols: 


have been added to deter 
some, 56 percent said the 
new laws haven’t changed 
their drinking habits. 

—Sixty-two percent said 
the drinking age should be 
under the age of 20. 

“T figured most students 
would want the drinking age 
below the age of 20, because 
64 percent of the students in 
the survey were between the 
ages of 16 and 19,” said 
Linda L. Beck, director of 
the BCC health service. 

“T was surprised though, 
that most were willing to 
take chances on drinking and 
driving. I don’t think some 
realize the consequences of 
drinking and driving.

In business, it’s MBA or bust

BCC graduates with business degrees are 
finding some success in the real world, but 
for many it would be more practical and 
profitable to go on for bachelors and 
masters degrees. : 

In 1982, 58 percent of the graduates from 
BCC business programs found jobs, but the 
quality of the jobs was limited, said Anne 
Scott, director of placement. 

For example, Scott said graduates with 
two-year business administration degrees 
are finding jobs in retailing in areas like 
food, clothing stores and small firms. The 
pay is good, Scott said but the hours are 
ong. 

Scott said in many cases high school 
students, who are sharp, are just as 
qualified for those jobs as students with a 
two-year degree. 

The business program, with 318 graduates 
in 1982, is the largest curriculum at BCC. It 
offers degrees in business administration, 
accounting, marketing-management, 
marketing-sales, office services and 
secretarial sciences. 

Business administration, with 90 
graduates last year, is the largest area in 
the department and has been steadily 
growing. It is followed by accounting with 72 
graduates last year, marketing- 
management with 69, marketing-sales with 
40, secretarial science with 29 and office 
services with 18. 

In several areas, like secretarial sciences 
and office services, where a two-year 
degree is sufficient, job prospects are good. 
In 1982, 89 percent of the secretarial science 
graduates found jobs and 81 percent of the 
office services graduates were employed. 


Other areas fared this way: accounting 6% 
percent, marketing-management 67 percent 
and marketing-sales 55 percent. Only 26 
percent of the business administration 
graduates found jobs. 

“‘The business administration curriculum 
at BCC is a transfer program,” said William 
S. Davenport, chairman of the business 
department. ‘‘All students should go on to 
additional education if they have ‘the 
potential and capability.” 

Sixty-six percent of the 1982 business 
administration graduates transferred 


elsewhere. There has been a high per- - 


centage of transfers from the program the 
last five years ranging from 62 to 71 percent. 
All students who want to transfer from 


BCC will be accepted as juniors by Cornell, 
RIT, Clarkson and most schools in the 
SUNY system, said Kenneth R. Sanford, 
coordinator of the business admnistration 
curriculum. 

But business students may not fare as well 
at SUNY Binghamton. Most liberal arts 
courses will transfer to the SUNY 
Binghamton School of Management. But 
only nine business courses out of 16 will 
transfer. 

Sanford said the course that don’t transfer 
are those that SUNY wants to teach. 

Susan W. Friedlander, assistant business 
professor, said there should be more 
cooperation between SUNY and BCC

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Visiting scholar speaks on cults

When we hear the words “cult” or 
“commune,’’ we automatically think of 
religious fanatics bent on destroying our 
beliefs and values. We envision the 
Communists wreaking havoc on our 
democratic system and free will. We picture a 
bunch of socialists confiscating and dividing 
up our property. We tend to view those who 
join these cults as drones retreating from the 
real world. . 

These are some of the gross misconceptions 

_ held by many on religious cults, communes 
and utopian societies, according to Robert S. 
Fogarty, a leading authority on American 
communal and utopian history. — 

Fogarty is a visiting scholar at BCC this 
semester. He is on leave from Antioch College 
of Ohio where he is professor of history. He 
has been awarded a fellowship by the 
federally-funded National Endowment for 
Humanities. Fogarty lectured on cults and 
communes on Dec. 7. 


Fo said that although most cults are 
religious movements that attempt to bring 
about social change, the change is usually 
through example, not upheaval. We fail to 
see, he said, that those who join these groups 
basically have the same values we do, that 
their goals for happiness and security are the 
are a form of religious 
expression,’’Fogarty said. They are formed 
on the basis that communal life can lead to 
perfected life. are attempts to 
strengthen the bond of family and marriage 
and their focus is on the economic horrors of 
urban life, he said. Political and social 
problems are for the most part secondary and 


- not primary concerns, Fogarty said. 


People’s misconceptions of cults are not 
totally unfounded, he said. Throughout 
history there have been instances of utopian 
communes that have carried out bizarre 
social and sexual practices.

ways the game could be sold. They 
either could receive a large lump sum 
up front and sign over the copyrights or 
they could receive a smaller amount 
and then receive a certain amount for 
each unit sold. Ridgeway said that 
based on statistics he is expecting an 
agreement that would be $50,000 up 
front and 15 cents a game. 


Ridgeway said if Activision doesn’t 
come through he’s going to apply for a 
grant from the U.S. Department of 
Education because the game in- 
corporates the educational principles of 
politics. 

When Ridgeway finishes at BCC, he 
plans to transfer to SUNY Binghamton 
to get a bachelors in social 
work. He said he would like to teach 
social sciences. 


Study stress 


There are ways 
to deal with it

Sheldon, a senior, is feeling 
lethargic, unenthusiastic and 
depressed. He is constantly 
thinking about finals week— 
exams and papers. His whole 
life is affected, because he has 
left everything to pile up until 
these last few weeks. Sheldon is 
undergoing a common 
phenomenon known as student 
stress. 

Most students experience 
some stress during their school 
years, but exam time is usually 
the most stressful. Like 
Sheldon, most students have put 
off research, writing papers or 
studying till now. 

Stress is defined as intense 
exertion-strain and effort—the 
wear and tear of life. All 
emotions involve _ stress-- 
positive or. negative. Exam 
stress is usually negative, but 
one can make it positive stress 
with a little effort. To deal with 
stress, a person must be able to 


recognize it and admit its 
presence. 
Listen to your body because it 


will give you signals indicating 
stress. “‘Take care of your body, 
for this machine cannot be 
replaced,’’ said Francis L. 
Battisti, dean of academic 
services and worker in the field 
of psychotherapy for sl years. 
“Your body and mind both deal 
with stress to eliminate your 
problems.”’ 

Battisti said physical and 
psychological stress can be 
controlled by simple methods. 
“These methods are often 
overlooked as unimportant by 
the student,” he said. 

Battisti made these 
suggestions to help avoid or 
relieve stress. 

—To function well one must eat 
a well-balanced breakfast, 
Battisti said. Breakfast is the 
most important meal of the day. 
Take the time. Your body will 
feel better fand you will be more 
alert to handle the day’s stress. 


—_ ‘ 
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Because animals fats and sugar 
cause stress, Battisti said you 
should avoid those particular 
foods. 

—Even though common belief 
is that smoking relieves tension, 
Battisti said it actually causes 
tension. Try to cut down or 
eliminate your smoking 
especially when preparing or 
taking exams. You will notice 
that you can breathe easier and 
more naturally. Take deep 
breaths to relax, this helps 
because you breathe deep and 
breathing deep helps you relax. 

—Talking is a wonderful 
source of stress relief, but 
talking to the wrong people can 
be harmful. “Friends can be 
helpful but usually just to vent 
your anger on,”’ said Battisti. If 
you want or need unbiased 
opinions, you should seek the 
help or the professionals on 
campus-the counselors. They 
are there for you, the student, to 
help and guide you through all 
aspects of student life including 
stress or anxiety. If you opt for 
the non-professional, then 
support groups are the answer. 
Students with similar problems 
helping other students is the 
name of this game. Find a 
talkative, productive group and 
relate your feelings. You’ll be 
amazed at how understanding 
and cooperative other students 





can be. 

—Before tests or exams, 
avoid loud noise, such as in the 
cafeteria. This music helps you 
up and it is very hard to come 
down to the relaxation level 
needed to concentrate on an 
exam. Noise is another key to 
checking stress. 

—Your mental attitude 
toward exams should be a 
positive one not a detrimental 
one. If you think this is your last 
chance to pass, it may very well 
turn into that. Be careful not to 
let the exam conquer you; you 
conquer the exam. No matter 
how important, keep in mind, it 
is only a test. If you get stuck on 
three consecutive answers, put 
the paper down and turn it over, 
then place your head down on 
the desk and relax for a minute 
or two. The answers will fall 
into a better perspective for 
you, if you practice this method. 

Other tips for exam day: 

—Wear comfortable clothes. 
Clothes that restrict you can 
also distract you. 

—Do not sit under flourescent 
lighting for these lights may 
emit a noise that can affect you. 

—Divorce everything from 
your mind, except what you are 
doing right the. This doesn’t 
mean drive yourself crazy over 
the questions, just relax and let 
your own knowledge take over.

The Atomic Cafe, recently 
shown by the Harpur Film 
society at Suny-Binghamton, is 
a brilliant collage of outrageous 
propaganda. Directed by Kevin 
Rafferty, Jayne Loader and 
Pierce Rafferty, the film is a 
revealing view of the media 
blitz centering on the bomb. 
Used as a device to alleviate the 
public’s fear of the atomic 
menace, much of the footage is 
from military archives. 

The film opens up with the 
scene of the infamous Enola 
Gay dropping the big one on 
Hiroshima. The army depicted 
the event as a glorious occasion. 
We never see the victims, but 
we do witness gentlemen

crowding around a radio to 
celebrate the news. They hand 
out cigarettes. The war was 
finally over; the boys were on 
their way home. 

A present day audience’s 
reaction to the film is one of 
total disbelief. The propaganda 
was so obviously misleading 
that it is hard to imagine that 
anyone could ever have been 
fooled by such elaborate tactics 
to win over the public’s faith. 
The American people even went 
as far as building fallout 
shelters. Public service an- 
nouncements were designed to 





convince Americans that true, 
the bomb could make you lose 
your hair, but rest assured, it 
would grow back. 

Not only was the bomb used in 
warfare, but with each new 
atomic device the need for 
testing arose. Whole islands 
were evacuated with the intent 
to destroy them. The military 
convinced islanders of Bikini 
Atoll that the bomb was ‘‘God’s 
gift to mankind.” 

They willingly boarded boats 
to settle in another place. Soon 
afterwards the island of Bikini 
Atoll was obliterated. Atomic 
dust is now its sole resident. 

Other experiments were 
performed throughout New 
Mexico. In one instance, the 
government hadn't planned on a

Another 
propaganda newsreel was 
filmed in order to squash 
rumors that the people of St.

periment. Willing soldiers ran 
reward ‘ground zero’’ shortly 
after the bomb was detonated. 
Many of these men are now 
suffering from the effects. 

The movie concluded with 
clips of detonation upon 
detonation accompanied by 
footage of civil defense tactics. 
By fusing the frames of actual 
blasts with unrealistic methods 
of defense, the film masterfully 
depicted the absurdity of the 
Cold War mentality. 

Atomic Cafe is the ultimate 
anti-nuclear movie and should 
be seen by those who appreciate 
black comedy at its finest.

(Coming Home).” Basically, every cut is similar strong 
percussion, light guitar and synthesizer, and a sometimes 
hard to detect vocalist.

One popular dance band is Yaz. Their first album, Upstairs

They can be heard at 
local nightclubs. The talent of this fine female vocalist shines 
brightest in the slow cuts “An On” and “Unmarked.”

John J. Pierog, vice president of Student Affairs, should take a 
good look at his title, and think about what it means. 

Pierog says student organizations should consider themselves 
lucky that they get space for their activities on campus. 

In commen on a request for a car by the student-run 
emergency sq’ Pierog said squad members should be pleased 
they have been given space on campus-—let alone a car—given the 
overcrowding at the college. 

Pierog said he could not endorse the squad’s application for a 
county-owned car to respond to campus emergencies because he 
was worried that the club did not have enough “responsible” 
members. 

A — of weeks ago, The Fulcrum endorsed the squad’s 
request for a car, noting that each time squad members responded 
to an emergency, they had to tote more than 40 pounds worth of 
equipment to the scene on foot. 

It’s a shame that administrators need a reminder such as this, 
but it is, after all, the students that pay the bills around here. Thus, 
in a real sense, Pierog owes his job to the very people he describes 
as “irresponsible” as well as to those who, from time to time, 
require a little office space. 

As the vice president for student affairs, Pierog should be 
especially aware of this. And, rather than serve as an antagonist, 
he should view his role on campus as student advocate.

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After the bomb was detonated on 
Lawrence, Kan. in the ABC dramatization of 
“The Day After,” everyone in my 
household fell asleep. Episodes of The Outer 
Limits have been more successful in giving 
me the willies.

The ABC presentation of Nightlines 
discussion of The Day After featured a panel 
that included Henry Kissinger and Robert 
McNamara, former secretaries of state 
George Shultz, present Secretary of 
State; Elie Wiesel, philosopher and Carl 
Sagan, astronomer; both of whom should be 
secretaries of state; Lt. General Brent 
Scowcroft, chairman of Reagan’s bipartisan 
commission on the MX missile, and William 
F. Buckley, seasoned conservative panelist 
and publisher of The National Review. 

The show was hosted by Ted Koppel who 
asked the pertinent question, “. . . The 
future we have seen tonight, is that the 
future as it will be or only as it may be?” 

It’s difficult to get answers from govern- 
ment officials. They have no _ logical 
solutions for an illogical situation. If they 
had any conception of what they were ac- 
tually saying or doing, there would not be an 
inventory of 40,000 nuclear warheads in the 
arsenals of the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

Carl Sagan and Elie Wiesel were the only 
panelists who had cogent solutions to the 
nuclear threat. Sagan stated, “It is my

much worse than what has been portrayed 
in the movie.”’ He suggested a build-down of 
missiles. 

Robert McNamara said, “It is doubtful 
that we will be able to reduce the amount of 
missiles in half in the next 10 to 15 years.” 
His advice was to reach for stability in the 
forces. Kissinger agreed. 

I would feel secure if I thought that 
stability was a reasonable goal to strive for. 
The fact that we perpetuate the manufac- 
turing of nuclear weapons after witnessing 
the devastation of Hiroshima is proof 
enough that stability does not exist on the 
fact of the planet.

Bill Jackson, BCC’s sixth man 
for most of this young 
basketball season, has been 
erratic. But when pressed into a 
starting job against Canton 
Tech because Kevin Vaden had 
missed his- bus, ‘Cookie,’ as 
Jackson is called by his 
teammates, responded with 
flying colors, scoring 28. 

BCC won the game 66-59 after 
scoring the last 12 points. The 
Hornets also jumped to an early 
8-0 lead at the outset. 

After leading by a single point 
at halftime, BCC fell behind 
through the second half, 57-48, 
with about eight minutes to 
play. Then the spurt began. 

Jackson made a steal from 
Canton’s Bernard Perry, 
passed off to Monte Parks, who 
in turn tossed to Mark Wain- 
wright for a 10-foot jump shot. 

Parks said he was surprised 
Jackson had such a good outside 
shot. Jackson, who’s been used 
in great quantity by Coach Dick 
Baldwin this year, is more 
accustomed to inside play 
because of his tremendous 
jumping ability. 

But it was Vaden, who showed 


up just seven minutes before the 
game started, who kept the 
middle clear. Vaden had a total 
of four blocked shots and tallied 
for 13 points. 

Jackson, along with his game 
high 28 points, tied for game 
high in rebounds (8) with 
teammate Steve Stone. Parks 
added 12, Wainwright, who 
played with a sprained ankle, 
had six and reserve Larry 
Forker scored two. 

The Hornets continued their 
winning ways at home on Wed., 
Dec. 7, upping their record to 5-3 
over a tough Onondaga CC 
ballclub, 72-68. 

BCC had its hands full with 
Onondaga’s_ 6-foot-6 center 
Brain Betelak, but Jackson 
came through in his second 
straight game high per- 
formance, outscoring Betelak 
25-23. 

Jackson shot well from the 
field (9-16) as well as seven for 
eight from the foul line. 

With 56 seconds left to play, 
Ken McConnell (17 points on the 
night) missed a free throw, but 
reserve Mike Jones (nine 
points) tipped in the rebound, 
putting Onondaga even at 67.

BCC hockey team nets big scores; tops SUNY

Scoring has not been a 
problem for BCC men’s hockey 
team. In a four-team tour- 
nament held Saturday, Dec. 2 
and Sunday, Dec. 3, the Hornets 
exploded for a two-game total of 
23 goals. 

On Dec. 2, BCC was matched 
with Fordham and SUNY 
Binghamton with host Siena. 
BCC drove in 10 first period 
goals, five in the second and two 
in the third as they routed 
Fordham 17-2. 

Hornet coach Dave Michalak 
said Fordham was a bigger- 
sized team, but its skaters 
weren’t as effective. Fordham’s 
goaltender was late coming out 
onto the ice to take warm-up 
shots and it may have been the 
reason BCC scored on its first 
four shots. Since the game was 
decided early, Michalak had his 
team play a more disciplined 
game and work on its passing. 

BCC center Chris Luchuk 
netted four goals and three 
assists. Ron Furman (three 
goals and three assists), Pat 
Borelli (two goals and two 
assists) and defenseman Doug 
Adams (two goals and two 
assists) highlighted the scoring 
as well. 

The next day BCC faced 
SUNY Binghamton in the finals, 
as SUNY crushed Siena 18-3. 

On Saturday, after Fordham 
beat Siena in overtime in the 
consolation game, BCC hooked 
horns with rival SUNY 
Binghamton. Furman and 
Borelli staked BCC to an early 
2-0 first period lead within the 
opening minutes of play. SUNY, 


however, bounced back with a 
goal to make it 2-1 after one 
period. 

“We scored two quick goals 
that gave us momentum, but 
after they scored we had a let 
down,”’ said Michalak. 

In the first five minutes of the 
second period BCC again rallied 
for two more quick goals by- 
Luchuk and Pete McCormick. 

‘We wanted to make sure we 
played a good defensive third 


period. We didn’t really 
dominate, but after the quick 
goals they were _ just 


demoralized,”’ said Michalak. 

BCC goalie Tim Kildea made 
a lot of key saves in handing 
SUNY its first loss of the 
season, 6-2. Binghamton, 
however, was without its first 
string goaltender due to injury. 

On Sat., Nov. 19, BCC lost to a 
tough Rochester squad as 
Furman had two goals in a 
losing cause. ‘‘Rochester beat 
Cornell JVs 4-3 last week, that 
measures the caliber of hockey 
they have,’’ said Michalak. 
“Cornell is extremely tough. We 
played a decent game against 
Rochester. Their passing was so 
precise.” 


BCC came back the next day 
with a crushing victory over St. 
John Fisher, 12-2. This is the 
game where the BCC goal 
scoring rampage began. Borelli 
had four goals and Tim 
O’Loughlin and McCormick had 
two each. 

At this point in the season the 
three top Hornet scorers are 
Luchuk with 7 goals for 16 
points, Borelli (8-15) and 
Furman (8-14).
